Ir is humiliating enough to know that the 
American publisher is stigmatized by civilized 
nations as the great unprincipled “ pirate” and 
arch obstructor of a universal policy of justice 
to the literary producer. It is humiliating 
enough to see this proud country, which at the 
smallest provocation hauls up its flag of injured 
honor, appear utterly devoid of a sense of equity 
for that property which cannot exactly be 
weighed on the scales of the warehouse. This 
primitive condition of conscience which not 
only suffers, but actually aids and abets“ piracy,” 
and, pro bono publico, robs the poor and help- 
less foreign author, is, we say, humiliating 
enough. But should in addition to this law- 
fully committed wrong the unlawful attempt be 
made to lay hands on that home property, 
which even the illiterate legislators of this 
country have conceded to the author ; should 
it be made a practice not only to accept and 
fll, but actually to seek, by printed circular 
and price-list, orders for the mailing of Ameri- 
can cheap reprints of English cgpyright works, 
and to use for the traffic the very mails of Eng- 
land, then the humiliation would become posi- 
tive disgrace and unbearable. But thanks to 
the facts in the case, which is the cause of this 
preamble, it may still be claimed that as a na- 
tion or profession we have not quite come to this. 
Without any more evidence than the existence 
of a circular, and the personal acknowledg- 
ment by its author that it has, for the purpose 
implied, been sent to England, we feel safe in 
assuring our English brethren that such indis- 
creet and foolish practice is countenanced by 
none of the American publishers. We take 
it for granted, that neither of the two houses, 





whose lists in this instance have been mis- 
used, are as yet even aware of the existence of 
such circular, unless it has just been brought to 
their notice as it has to ours. Let us hope that 
this is altogether a solitary case, and as such it 
has no national significance whatever. Itsastute 
originator happens to be a well-known German 
importer and publisher of German books. And 
let us add that his long and good standing 
and the exceptionally good work he has done 
and is doing within his own legitimate province, 
entitle him, on moral grounds, to the benefit of 
the doubt. The scheme has evidently been the 
outcome of an overworked brain, which in an 
unguarded moment has proved to be rather er- 
ratic than culpable. Should, however, the dis- 
reputable practice find some equally deluded 
imitators, the British authorities have it in their 
own hands to make short work of such unlaw- 
ful use of their mails.

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SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

Gentlemen: Let me invite your attention to 
some considerations which may possibly give a 
better view of the value of mutual insurance, 
and increase your appreciation of the claims of 
our Organization upon its membership. 

The first important point is the assertion so 
frequently made, that the death rate will increase 
so fast in mutual associations, after a lapse of 
years, as to involve those who live to an ad- 
vanced age in heavy expenditures, equalling or 
exceeding the premiums of life companies, 
Provided we do not make a strenuous effort to 
fill an association with old men and reject the 
younger ones, this cannot happen. Life insur- 
ance companies have been in existence forty 
years in this country, and have, as a rule, ad- 
mitted older men to the benefits of insurance 
than the mutuals, and their average death rate 
for that period has been one per cent. If the 
mutuals have a natural accession to their ranks 
of men who have passed a medical examination, 
the conditions then being exactly the same as in 
the life companies, we cannot reasonably expect 
a higher death loss than they ; and as we claim 
to furnish insurance at cost, with no loading for 
heavy expenses and accumulations, we are im- 
pregnable in our position of affording the 
greatest security at the lowest expense. The 
question of death rateis one ofgood management. 
By keeping a careful watch of the average age 
of our association we can control that perfectly. 
Our annual report to the Insurance Department 
at Albany showed an average age to be thirty-five 
years ; by rejecting older men when too many 
apply, it can always be kept at this figure, 
which compares favorably with the strongest 
mutual organizations in the country. The 
Jewellers’ League at the end of the third year of 
its existence had an average of 37.95, at the end 
of the fourth year 36.98, and at the end of the 
fifth 35.78. Its Board had 649 applications in 
1881, and rejected 31, indicating a close atten- 
tion on their part to this important subject. 

Any institution, however well planned, will 
become unsafe underirresponsible management. 
In the large secret societies it is quite impossi- 
ble for any member to know with certainty 
much of the character of those who govern 
either the State or National bodies. Hearsay 
and newspaper reports are not the most reliable 
means to assure us of the fidelity and integrity 
of those who manage the most sacred trust 
committed to man. Trade organizations have 
a simple machinery of government, giving every 
facility for placing in office men known, through 
personal acquaintance or business transactions, 
to almost every member; therefore we can re- 
gard our association as one likely to stand when 
the unwieldy secret orders, with doors open on 
every hand for the entrance of fraud and corrup- 
tion, exist only in the anathemas of disappointed 
thousands. This may seem like extravagant 
language, but the mutual system of insurance 
is capable of great abuse, like most other 
human institutions; and by those who have 
looked over the loosely-drawn constitutions of 
these gigantic corporations these words will be 
regarded as just and temperate. Sade 

One grave defect of these large organizations 
is the distribution of the members of the govern- 
ing body over a large area of territory. This !s 
done to popularize them, and with the idea of 
strengthening them, but it is inimical to the 
strict supervision of their business and is an 
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element of great weakness. In some associa- 
tions even the Secretary and Treasurer reside 
hundreds of miles apart. 

According to the constitution of the Book- 
sellers’ and Stationers’ Association, the mem- 
bers of the Board must reside within such a dis- 
tance of New York City, that they can, with con- 
venience, attend every meeting. 

Respecting our own association, the growth 
has been steady and encouraging during the 
past year, and we have only had two deaths 
in that time. Although we have paid three 
death claims, one was for a death occurring be- 
fore last June. Our low death-rate and the low 
average age promise a most satisfactory future. 
The Jewellers’ League, organized on the same 
basis, admitted over six hundred members last 
year, and there is no reason why we should not 
exceed this number the coming year. Our in- 
crease has been satisfactory, but it should be 
quickened by the earnest efforts of a// the mem- 
bers. If each sends two applicants, we will 
have our thousand members before next June, 
and each member will have a thousand dollars 
insurance, low priced and first-class, held in 
trust not in the treasury of a large corporation, 
but in the pockets of those whose self-interest 
and good faith make the very best repository. 
After we have reached that point we can form 
another class from the same members, if they so 
wish, and secure another thousand dollars of 
insurance, 

It is to the interest of each one to have our 
maximum number filled out at the very earliest 
date, and why it has not been accomplished can 
be attributed to a want of reflection as to the 
excellent character of our organization and the 
lack of opportunity to set forth its merits. 
Every member owes it to himself and the society 
to make this opportunity. Judging from the re- 
sult of personal interviews with the New York 
members, who have in some cases gained us 
seven or eight applicants, alarge addition will be 
made, if the members elsewhere will use their 
influence in our behalf. 

Will you not make it your special order of 
business for some special day to secure two 
members? In no other way will it be done, for 
the association is never thought of except when 
an assessment card is received. 

Che Produce Exchange organized a similar 
association and filled it up ina few days. Why 
cannot our membership number be completed 
inside of one month? 

We notice also in the report of the Jeweller’s 
League that not one has been stricken from the 
list for non-payment of dues. Having em- 
barked in this enterprise, it does seem that every 
member of our association ought to consider it 
4 high duty to continue his membership, at least 
during our growing stage. 

In conclusion let me say that the members of 
the board and the officers have, with great sacri- 
hee of time, been diligent and earnest in for- 
warding the interests of the association, and 
their efforts should be strongly seconded by 
those of the members. .

in its usual style, will give a descriptive ac- 
count of the excited state of the room, and 
announce the extraodinary price the Catalogues 
fetched, and, like Dean Swift, add, ‘‘ Merely a 


bookseller’s catalogue.’ There are catalogues 
and catalogues, and the part just issued—a vol- 
ume of nearly 400 pages—is ‘‘ A Catalogue of 
Periodical Literature, Journals and Transac- 
tions of Learned Societies, Issues from Gov- 
ernment and Private Presses, Collections,” 
etc., etc. It does not profess to be a complete 
list, but merely a list of those books which Mr. 
Quaritch has for sale. Yet, incomplete as it is, 
the volume contains an amazing amount of 
information, which even a learned bibliograper 
or librarian would find it difficult to put his 
finger upon elsewhere. Here, for instance, is a 
list of the publications of Sir Thomas Phillipps, 
issued from his private press—of the Surtees 
Society—of Tom Hearne’s works—of the vari- 
ous antiquarian and archeological societies— 
with notes, not only of the titles but of the 
contents of the books. We do not know the 
extent of Mr. Quaritch’s staff, but it must be a 
very strong One to perform this work ; but, 
Strong as the staff may be, it is evidently well 
kept in hand by the strong master-mind of the 
chief. At some future time a set of OQuaritch’s 
Catalogues will be regarded as one of the most 
valuable coliections in a library. 


FOREIGN BIBLIOGRAPHIES. 
From The Nation. 


A French library journal has been started, 
to match the German Neuer Anzeiger of Petz- 
holdt ; the English M/onth/y Notes of the Library 
Association, and our Library journal. A new 
series of Le Cabinet Historique, to be edited 
by M. Robert, of the Manuscript Department 
of the Bibliotheque Nationale, is to consist of 
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three parts: First, all documents about the 
service and the organization of libraries and 
archives ; second, extracts from archives and 
inventories or catalogues of Manuscript in 
public or private libraries ; third, a Courrier, or 
as we should say letters ‘‘ from our regular cor. 
respondent.” The new journal evidently looks 
rather to the historical and bibliographical than 
to the practical part of bibliothetics, which 
naturally has less interest for the European 
mind than for us, since in long-established 
libraries most details are settled beyond the 
possibility of change. Another promised peri- 
odical (approximately bi-monthly) will devote 
itself not so much to the librarians as to the 
bibliomaniacs. The Guide du Libraire-antiquaire 
et du Bibliophile, edited by J. de Beauchamps 
and Ed. Rouveyre, undertakes to keep its 
public informed of the changes in the prices of 
rare books. In the rapid fluctuations of the 
present day any volume like Brunet’s “ Manuel 
de l’Amateur” is out of date almost as soon as 
published. Nothing but a periodical can give 
information sufficiently contemporary to be of 
much service. We have not for a long time 
met with a more impressive example of the pace 
at which we live nowadays. That the want of 
such information has been felt is shown by the 
fact that since the first announcement, in July, 
1881, two thousand subscriptions to the new 
journal have been received. Its editors say that 
they have been preparing for the work for ten 
years—not consciously, we suppose—and have 
collected nearly 25,000 card-titles of the most 
important rare books, which they have kept con- 
stantly annotated with the prices obtained at 
auction sales or demanded by the second-hand 
booksellers, not neglecting bibliographical in- 
formation and anecdotes concerning the literary 
or artistic value of the books. The Guide will 
be sold in seperate /vvaisons, at three francs. 
Each twelve parts will make a volume, and be 
provided with an introduction and indexes of 
titles and of authors.

Mr. RAYMOND L. NeEwcoms, who was the 
naturalist of the Jeannette Arctic expedition, 
says the WV. Y. 7ridune,*‘is now in Hartford, 
Conn., reading the proofs of the forthcoming
